Getting down to serious business, there 
are a few things we still need to get 
things moving along toward June 26. 


1) Call signs. We need two club 
members, one Extra and one Novice/ 
Tech-Plus, to step forward and offer 
their call signs for use by the club 
stations. If you will be attending Field 
Day, and if you’ve ever dreamed of 
hearing a zillion stations hollering your 
call across the airwaves, this is your 
chance! 


2) Novice Station Coordinator. We 
need someone to coordinate the set-up, 
operation, and take-down of the Novice 
station. Don’t worry, you won’t have to 
do all the work, you'll just organize it 
and make sure that it is done with due 
regard for human safety, the integrity of 
property concerned, and Field Day rules. 


3) Control Operators. We need to have

to ensure that each station has a control 
operator available if needed. 


4) Equipment. We need an HF trans- 
ceiver for the Novice station, an HF 
transceiver and antenna for the CW 
station, and sundry keyers, batteries, 
lamps, etc.

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Options And Functions

.odermn radios do a lot. Each new model 
has another fancy function. Here are a 
couple of the ones you will find on the 
newest VHF-UHF rigs. 


CTCSS (Continous Tone Coded Squelch 
System). You may be familiar with this. 
This is a system of placing a low 
frequency audio tone on your transmit- 
ted signal. Some repeaters listen for this 
tone, and will only retransmit if it hears 
the right tone. This has been around for a 
long time, but newer radios have added a 
twist. 


Many mobiles and handhelds will now 
also listen for a tone, and until it hears it, 
the speaker is silent. This can be very 
useful on a simplex channel when you 
only want to hear your buddies. It may 
not work through a repeater, though, 
because most repeaters will filter out 
these low frequencies. 


AXTSS (Dual Tone Squelch System) will 

ork through a repeater, since it uses the 

“Same audio tones as your telephone and 
the autopatch. If you have this function, 
you Can set your radio to a specific three 
digit code, such as 1-2-3, and the 
squelch will break only when the 
transmitting station first sends those 
three tones. Most radios that have this 
can also be set to automatically send the 
tones you choose, and even store them in 
a memory channel. 


One bit of caution. It would be very easy 
for you to transmit over someone else, 
thinking that the channel is not busy. 
The S-Meter will still show if there is 
someone on frequency, though, so you 
can look (instead of listen) before you 
transmit. 


Some dual band VHF-UHF rigs will also 
do what is called Cross-Band repeat. 
You can set your rig to listen on your 
favorite two meter repeater, and it will 
retransmit what it hears on 70cm. It will 
f ‘o do just the opposite. When it hears a 
-.gnal on 70cm (such as your handheld) 
it will send that out to the two meter 
repeater. This way, you can turn the 
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power down on your handheld, or even 
use it from the bottom of a deep canyon. 


Don’t forget, though, that there needs to 
be a way to tum off your repeater at all 
times. This used to mean that there 
needed to be someone at the rig. There 
are a couple of new mobiles, though, 
that can be completely remote controlled 
from a handheld. 


The controlling radio need not be of the 
same make, as they use the DTMF 
Touch Tones just like DTSS and 
autopatch. Remote control is not allowed 
on two meters, so be sure to use a higher 
band, like 220 or 440. 


It helps to use the CTCSS tones here, 
both as a security measure (you don’t 
want someone else messing with your 
rig) and with the cross band repeat to 
avoid re-transmitting unwanted noise. 


I haven’t tried to describe how to get 
these fancy functions to work on your 
specific radio. Each radio is quite 
different, so dig out that manual! 
Operators manuals are a great place to 
look when you are contemplating a 
purchase, too. 


Hopefully now you won’t be as over- 
whelmed when you see the ad for that 
new Super-Duper Whiz-Bang UHF-SHF 
Subspace-Bypass-Filter Equipped rig.
